INTRODUCTORY 


: GAIN, this booklet is planned for 
As It adopts your point of view. 
It gives you hitherto unpublished 
facts upon which to base your own con- 
clusions. It is not cluttered up with 
fictitious values. 


This is our 30th annual catalog. With- 
out a large following of satisfied custo- 
mers our business would have ceased 
years ago. So, of course, we thank them 
all. 


Color value is the prime ingredient for 
winning sectional, divisional and higher 
championships in the shows. If the color 
does not please, why should one buy it? 
Even a show exhibitor will not want such 
a variety unless he feels the judges may 
be so awed by a 30” flowerhead, a 7” floret 
or a 26 bud spike or 12 open florets as to 
overlook superior color. However, since 
we began to break down the color item 
percentage-wise for specific analysis, 
judges in America are definitely weighing 
eolor points more and more consciously. 
Less and less often do the judges err by 
giving the nod to a spike with one more 
bud, one more open or with a bit longer 
head as against another with a color value 
many points its superior. 


THE GLADIOLUS FANCIER’S 


When reading “test reports” relating 
to new horticultural material, the back- 
ground of the testing program should be 
understood by the reader. There are long 
existing, highly reputable “perpetual” 
horticultural organizations engaged in 
testing new horticultural material, in- 
cluding gladiolus, such as the Council of 
the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) at 
Wisley Gardens, England, Trial Grounds 
of the Netherland Gladiolus Society at 
Haarlem, Holland, Ballarat Horticultural 
Gardens in Australia. The Dominion Ar- 
boretum at Ottawa is doing good work 
with gladiolus under the direction of A. 
R. Buckley. The ’57 report will probably 
be published in one of the Ohio State 
Society quarterly Bulletins this year. 


Warning! Our next Guide Book Cata- 
log, 1959 and thereafter, will not contain 
the Ohio Society Test Report as hereto- 
fore, these last nine years. During that 
period our catalog has varied with issues 
up to 12,000 copies and from the current 
low of 20 pages to 48 pages and the Test 
Garden Report has required from 3 to 
11 pages. (Almost enough information 
for you to estimate the cost to which we 
have gone to bring this Report to you.) 
To obtain future copies it will be neces- 
sary that you acquire the literature either 
of the Ohio State Gladiolus Society (an- 
vual membership currently $1.00 or the 
N.E.G.S. $4.00). 


A variety has around thirty different 
characteristics to consider, relating to 
form, color, size, height, strength, sub- 
stance, season, bulb health, propaga- 
tion, etc. No cataloger can spare the 
time and space to describe them all, 
but we can and do report a glad’s most 
interesting features and you may defi- 
nitely assume, in the absence of specific 
mention of some undesirable traits, to the 
best of our knowledge and belief, the 
traits or habits not specifically mentioned 
are above the “satisfactory” level. 


When you note a Commercial “A” 
rating reported in this Guidebook, you 
may rest assured that, under normal 
growing conditions the variety will have 
a good stem, good flowerhead, passable 
to superior color, good propagation, good 
bud separation, good access to cutting 
and ability to open well in water from 
spikes cut with but little bud color.

GLADIOLUS TRIALS 1957 
OHIO STATE GLADIOLUS SOCIETY 


This is the 15th year of the Gladiolus 
testing program directed by Thomas R. 
Manley, Horticulturist, sponsored and re- 
ported by the Ohio State Gladiolus So- 
ciety since 1949. 


During the last 6 years duplicate plant- 
ings were made in 2 states (3 in Vt. and 
Ohio, 8 in Pa. and Ohio), the Pa. tests 
at the farm of Mr. Manley, R. 1, Liver- 
pool, Pa., the Ohio tests at the farm of 
H. O. Evans, Solon, Ohio. 


Foreign entries continue to approxi- 
mately equal those from America (U.S. 
and Canada). Over the last 8 year period 
the number reported out has been around 
10-15% of the entries. 


Interesting displays of bloom were 
made by the Ohio test program at the 
state show, Cleveland, the Chagrin Falls 
show, the R. I.-SDLG show and the Kit- 
tanning, Pa. show. The many Holland 
Butterfly type specimens again attracted 
much attention.

The best Commercial gladiolus, 
commonly, is the best exhibition gladiolus which also has those characteristics 
enabling the commercial grower to maintain healthy stocks with easy propaga- 
tion; one which blooms well from planting stock, has good placement and 
attachment, produces blooms at desired seasons, has sufficient length and bud 
count; cuts, keeps, ships and opens easily even though cut in tight bud. And 
above all it has that high degree of color value which moves the variety easier 
and at better price than others offered in the same color classification having

COLOR AND SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


The color separations as adopted by 
the North American Gladiolus Council 
in 1946 was last revised in 1952. 


So we brief them here because it will 
enable you to make judicious use of our 
method of cataloging varieties in 
their own color groups where the variety 
descriptions and prices may be readily 
compared. Ever since our first catalog 
in 1929 we have done so and the trend 
in this direction is increasing. 


This brief will also give you a rather 
complete understanding of any gladiolus 
show you may visit in the U. S. 


SIZES 
Giant 500 series 5% inches and up 
Large 400 series 41% to5% 
Medium 300 series 3% to 4% 
Small 200 series 2% to 3% 


Miniature 100 series under 2% 


Thus the first digit of the 3 digit 
number indicates the size range of the 
floret of the gladiolus in question. 


SIZE OF BULB TO BUY 


If economy be the aim, do not rely on 
small bulbs to give wholly satisfactory 
blooms. The small bulbs will all bloom 
but medium bulbs amost always give far 
better than “medium” sized spikes of the 
given variety. Our descriptions usually 
indicate whether or not the variety is an 
exceptionally fine producer of blooms 
from the smaller sizes. 


Commercially, bulbs are graded into 
6 sizes. Size 6 is under 1% inch diameter 
and other sizes range up to every % inch, 
the number 1 bulb being 1% inch up. 
Catalogs commonly offer bulbs as L 
(large) (sizes 1 and 2) (1% inch up); 
M (medium) (sizes 3 and 4) (% to 1% 
inch); S (small) (sizes 5 and 6) (% to 
% inch) and Blts. (bulblets, the little 
hard shelled cormels which cling at the 
roots of the bulb). 


COLOR SEPARATIONS 


These are the 2nd and 3rd digits of 
the 8 digit numbers. The first of these 
represents the color group. The second 
denotes the depth of color within the 
group. If the color is without conspicuous 
marking this last number will be even. 
If the color has conspicuous marking the 
next higher odd number will be used. The 
color variations refer to the revised 
Fischer Color Chart.

CASH WITH ORDER. Ohio customers kindly add the 3% state sales tax now in 


effect on sales of gladiolus bulbs and bulblets. 


MINIMUM ORDER $5. This restriction and the omission of prices on small bulbs 
and bulblets of inexpensive varieties is to gain time to prevent delivery pile-up. 


POSTAGE PREPAID (but see below). However, if you estimate the postage cost 
of your package and add it to your remittance, we will add samples of new varieties 


to a value beyond your reasonable expectation. 


You may have 3 to 5 or more bulbs or 
bulblets at the 10 rate which is 8 times 
the each rate. (Thus a $1.00 bulb reduces 
to 80¢ in lots of 3-10). 


25 bulbs or bulblets may be had at the 
100 rate. (Thus, blts. at $1.00 per 100 
may be had 25 for 25¢). 


Current year items and a limited few 
other very scarce items are designated 
“NET PRICES”. To these the above re- 
ductions do not apply. 


You are often likely to receive sizes 
2-3 instead of sizes 3-4 for “medium” as 
stocks permit. 


DELIVERY prepaid in U. S. only, 
normally beginning early March, when 
postal shipments of perishables become 
safe. Deliveries requested before that 
time may be made by express, transpor- 
tation charges collect, at our option, 
governed largely by weather and package 
size. 


MINIMUM PURCHASES. In ship- 
ping season time is a major problem. 
To gain time in this rush season some 
minimum amount items appear in our 
General List such as 2/.25 (2 for 25¢) 
or 8/.30 (3 for 30¢), etc. 


Our plants are state inspected late 
in the growing season and our bulbs in 
storage around March Ist. Further, we 
examine every bulb at time of putting up 


order, all of which pays off with sound 
bulbs, fit to plant “as is”. 


Replacement or refund purchase price 
any bulb, root, plant or seed that does 
not prove true to name or does not 
arrive in condition herein represented. 
Bulblet and seed germination are not 
guaranteed. 


No substitutions will be made. 


Orders received until planting but sub- 
ject to stock being unsold. To get proper 
progagation of new sorts, it does not 
pay us to hold for further sale bulbs and 
blts priced only per each beyond May Ist. 
Order early. Our selling season is very 
short. Remember we deal in many items 
in negligible U. S. supply. In some 
instances we have the only American 
grown stocks on the continent and late 
buyers of such items may have to be 
satisfied with “sold out” information and 
refund of their cash.
